cials and diplomatists Mr. Harding 

r(-d( (Heated the nation to (he cause 
of freeddiii .tuiI civllizalion and prom- 
ised (ha( it never would fall to mea- 
sure up to every demand presented 
to it in behalf ot eivilisaUon. By 
striking across the sea in the World 
War, he declared America had sanc- 
tified again ::s faKb in free inBtita-- 
tlons for p-i iiles evi-rywhere. 

"Wheiever men are free." said Mr. 
Harding, "they are wont to glva 
thought to our country's servlcos la 
freedom's cause. Today the sons aad 
daughters ot other leads are placing 
with loving hands their laurels on 
American graves. Our Memorial Day 
is become an international occasion.** 
British Knvoy Pays Tribale. 
At the conclusion of the address 
Sir Auckl.iiid (ledde.-. the liritish Ani- 
bassadoi , seconded I lie .~c ntiiuent by

He added that the troubled state 
of eondltioas abroad still made it 
doubtful whether the vanauished 
peoples would accept that opportuni- 
ty and would "pay the price retjul.- 
ed to maintain the freedom to which 
the door has been opened." 

The exercises at Arlington, with 
their baekgrohnd ot thousands ot 
flagdraped gravai. tormed tha eaa- 
ter of the capital's Memorial Day 
ceremonies, thotlgh vxrious sniallcr 
gatherings were held In other parts 
of the city. 

During the day a parade ot vete- 
rans, led by Lieut. Oen. Nelaoa- A. 
Miles, was revieifed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Harding from the steps Of the Bzeen- 
tive offices, and many thousands 
oiinieyed tu Arlington and other cem- 
eteries to pay their trlbata to tka 
dead.

Admiral Baron Sotokichi Urlu of the 
Japanese, graduate of the academy, 
was among those who attended, hav- 
ing come to this country partioalarijr 
for the occaaloa aad tor a claaa ra- 
unioB tomorrow at Aaaapolla.

In must 
cases this results In the loss and 
death of these chicks, due to becom- 
ing chilled. If the hen is confined, 
the weaklings can always find shelter 
and heal under her, and after a few 
days may develop lato strong, healthy 
chicks. 

The loss- in young ehieka due to al 
lowing the hen fros raage is un- 
doabtsdly largo, say poaltry speeial- 
iata In the United Btatss Dspartment 
of Agriculture. Chicks frequently 
have to lie caught and put into their 
coops during sudden storms, as they 
are apt to huddle in sotne hole or 
corasr where they may be drowned 
Hsaasboald bosllovod to mother the 
ohleks as loag as thor will brood 
thsm, althoagh soaio boas eonunoaso 
to lar boloro tho ebteks aro woaaod. 



Plaat Growth. 

Ripe blueberries were gathered in 
Psbraanr, Marsh aad April la the 
grsoaboasss ot tho U. i. Dspartment 
of Agriculture aa a resalt of experi- 
ments In the stimaiatlon of plant 
growth by a period of ChilliiiK 

These plants were the large hy- 
breda developed from wild blueber- 
ries tbroaf h 19 years of sslsetloa aad 
hraadtag. Tha largoat harrlas toas b 
ad a diameter of over S-4 inch. 

At various times from midsummer 
to autumn the plants were placed in 
glass tramaa artificially chilled. Af- 
ter two or three montha' chilling they 
were broagbt into a grssahouso and 
hagsa grewtaf aad tloworlag at oaee, 
while almllar plaaU that had not 
beea throagb tbo sbUllBB ported con- 



be eradicated by hand application 
spraying, medicated hog wallows, and 
dipping. Dipping is the beat meth- 
,^|od of aiMdyinK treatment. Crude 
' petroleum and tar cresote dips are 
effective remedies. 

Two species of mange niitos com- 
monly affect hogs. The nature and 
habits of these mites, the symptoms 
caused by each apeclea, and the meth- 
ods of control and eradication are 
li-cn sed in Farmers' Bulletin l9S.''i, 
Hog Lice und Mange, Methods o: 
Control and Eradication, issued by 
the department, and sent free on re- 
quest. Crude petroleum and llrae 
sulphur dipa are effsetivs remedies 
for commoa or sarpotle maags of 
hogs.

Do this 
promptly, so that tasaot s aad dlssase 
sporss may not ba harbsvod la the 
rubbish. Just as soon as any crop is 
giitlii leil. ri move the trash, spade up 
the ground, and plant something else. 
Keep the garden free from weeds at 
all times, aad this eaa bsst bo done 
h«r tra«a«it saltlvatloa wUoh iaatroy 
ths wood soods as sooa aa tboy sproat.

The dynamo which t;. norale- ol.Mri.iiy fur lU'bling the cckm li Hh.'ii lb.- train N 
runtiinp. also storing the batteries to provide lighting when the train Is standing, must be carefully 
bamiic .1 The same Is true of many other parts. The Single item ot cleaning and ventilating passen- 
cer coaches runs into large figures 

A modern refrigerator car has more than I.r.im parts. I'ertect in>ulaiii>u must be maintained and 
the car must be kept absolutely clean. The ice bosea and many other parts require eonsUnt atten- 
tion. 

The ordinary box car has more than BOO parts which must be regularly and constantly inspected 
and kept in sate condition. Just aa a chain is as atrong aa ita weakest link, tke safety ot a train is 
g.iuged by tke weakest car In the train.
